The steamer Arabic, which arrived at Sau. 
Francisco from China and Japan, brings th* 
following details of Hie great typhoon which 
on Sept 15 caused such terrible destruction ot 
life and property at Yokohama and Tokio.

storm came up so rapidly aud with such tre­ 
mendous fury that no precautions could be 
taken. 
In Yokohama the entire louver part 
of the city called “The Settlement” was com­ 
pletely wrecked, not a house being left stand- 
j mg.

ate side as a miner- 
He w as in the mine 
at the time the order to fire was given, 
but had not reached deep enough when 
the explosion took place, and, in conse­ 
quence, he was blown high into the air. 
He fell on a pile of earth unhurt. 
He 
was first taken into my headquarters, 
w here he gave the officers present full 
information al»out the construction and 
location of the Confederate shaft and 
his experience while in the air. 
When 
asked how far he thought he hail gone 
up he said: ‘Oh, Lord’o massa. I went 
I up ’bout three to five miles, but I done 
; thank the Lord He landed me with­ 
in

lines.’” Here the 
i great soldier laughed as heartily as 
if the incident 
had occurred only 
yesterday. 
I was very glad to find him 
in such a cheerful mood, as Ins late busi- 
j ness troubles must have worried lam 
j considerably.

] now, I think, and his friends rejoice in 
his brave spirit, aud express the hope 
that he will soon come out all right 
I again; 
When I spoke to him of some 
j of the movements of the Armv of the 
j Gulf, in which I had the honor to serve 
I under Gun. Banks—entirely isolated 
I from ins own movements—I found his 
J memory so clear and colicine that I could 
I not speak of a solitary movement with 
which he was not acquainted. 
His 
memory is really wonderful. 
He will 
soon write from a strictly impartial 
standpoint an account of Lee’s surrend­ 
er at Appomattox, alter w hich he w ill 
probably begin the Valley campaign, 
aud then connect the different engage­ 
ments into one complete resume of the 
‘‘little difficulty.” In his labors he is 
assisted by his son. Col. Fred Grant, 
whose varied experience makes him a 
valuable companion.

The foreigner m ust reside in the 
United States for one year and 
take out naturalization palters be­ 
fore he can vote. 
Otherwise he is 
placed identically on the same foot­ 
ing as an American. 
The Ameri­ 
can born citizen is required to re­ 
side in the state four months, and 
in the precinct in which he votes 
for ten days, preceding any election 
in order that he may exercise the 
right of suffrage 
in 
Minnesota. 
The same requirements are exacted 
the foreign born man, with the ad* I 
dition that he lutist reside in the 
United States for one year preceed­ 
ing the election and take out nat­ 
uralization 
papers. 
It doesn't 
make 
the 
slightest 
difference 
whether these papers are his first, 
second Or third. 
He can reside ;n 
New York, or anywhere else in the 
United States for eight months, 
aud live in Minnesota for four 
months preceeding an election and 
he has privilege of declaring his 
intention and taking out natural­ 
ization papers one year, or six 
months, 
or one day before the 
election, or on election day.

not have lost a man; at least, he need 
not have lost a man. ” 
“What could he have done that lit 
lid not do?” 
“He could have sent back sledge par 
ties from Cape Sabine, where he last 
wintered, to Lady Franklin Bay fat 
provisions. 
The distance was only 25i 
miles; say 300miles of sledging.” 
“But was not that too great a dis 
lance to sledge in the arctic night ?” 
“I did not find it so; of the 3,000, of 
to be exact, 3,251 miles of sledging I 
did on one expedition, I did OOO mile;* 
in the arctic uight. 
I found the moon­ 
light on the snow light enough for 
sledging purposes. 
But you see Greely 
had twenty-four men and only tar 
Esquimaux. 
If he had five or six men 
and eighteen Esquimaux he coaid have 
sent from Cajie Sabine two^or three 
times to Lady Frandlin Bay, where 
there was a deposit 
of 
provisions. 
There 
were 
a1 lout 
twenty 
expe­ 
ditions sent out by different Govern 
ments at the time Greely went out, anc 
none of them hail more than five or six 
men.

The fire in the Calumet A- Heela mine has 
lieen extinguished, and the miners were able to 
descend and resume work Tuesday. 


In 
Bon llommie county, Dak., a large 
amount of valuable property was wholly de­ 
stroyed by fire, one farm er losing 250 head of 
sheep. 
The steamer Estado de Conor*, which left 
Mozatlan Sept. 29, with nineteen passengers 
aud a crew of thirty-eight, is believed to be 
lost with all on board. 
The steamer was a 
Mexican coaster of 700 tons, owned by Don 
Joquin Redo. 
While firing a salute during a d em o cratic pa­ 
rade at Rondout, N. Y., tw o cannons exploded. 
William McGrath had a leg badly shattered, 
William Nash a collar bone broken, and John 
Arnold ‘be fleshy part of one arm torn off, 
from one explosion. 


Patrick Gilligan, a farm er living near North- 
field, Minn., dropjied dead recently. 
He was 
apparently in good health within * few mo­ 
ments of his death, and had gone to the barn 
to help clean some grain. The direct cause of 
his sudden death was apoplexy. 
Prairie fires have been raging in and around 
Elkwood, Dak , 
for the past week, doing 
serious damage. 
Among the settlers who 
have most suffered are 
Mr. 
Dewill, 
who 
lost his stable and stacks—the crop of twenty 
acres—hay and farming machinery. 
Mr. I). 
Patterson was also looser of a large stack of 
hay. 
A terrible fire has been raging iu Murray 
and Pipe Stone counties, Minn. 
It did much 
damage, burning several farm houses, grain 
and hay stacks. 
In some instances the far­ 
mers lost everything.* It being so early in the 
season, many were not protected by firebreaks. 
The town ot Woodstock had a narrow escape 
from the tire, it requiring the entire inhabi­ 
tants to keep it at bay. 


At an early hour last Sunday morning, when 
the ex ursion train which went to Dubuque 
last Saturday returned to Waterloo, Iowa, Ed­ 
ward Donnelly of Independence was found iu 
one of the coaches, on his knees dead.

Death of W ilbur F. Storey. 
W ilbur F. Storey, proprietor of the Chicago 
Times, died at his residence in Chicago, Mon­ 
day, the 27th. 
He had been incapacitated fol 
business for the past two year*, the result of a 
stroke of paralysis while in Europe four or fiva 
years ago. Though feeble,his demise was not im- 
mediatelye xpected tilltwo days previous, when 
ho began sinking rapidly, be was uuconsciou* 
aud sank poacefully to rest. 
The Times wa* 
for years rega dod tha model newspaper offic* 
in the country. 
Under this liberal policy h* 
advanced the \ alue of a property that cost him 
less than $30,000 to over $1,500,000. 
With tha 
subsequent steady growth of the paper under 
his watchful eye and personal supervision of 
every detail aiid with its sharply aggressive 
character iu news getting and publishing, as 
well as in political matters, the public is well 
acquainted. 
Many stories are told of the un­ 
compromising determination, pushed, seeming­ 
ly, to the verge of ferocity, with which Mr. 
Storey pursued his enemies whether men or 
mea*ures, but he was equally independent in 
upholding what be deemed right anil honest in 
either. 
Wilbur F. Storey comes of New England 
stock. 
His father was a fanner living in mod­ 
erate circumstances in the quiet little town of 
Salisbury, V t, under the shadows ot the Green 
mountains, and it was here on the 19th of 
December, 1819, that the child first saw the 
light, who was destined to become to the 
journalism of the Wes’, what the e lder Ben­ 
nett was to that of the East. 
He learned the 
printing trade. In 1836 he went to New York, 
where he found employment upon the Journal 
of Commerce, remaining some eighteen months 
at a salary of $12 per week 
In 1838 he came 
West, locating at La Porte, Inrl, where be took 
editorial charge of a weekly Democratic paper. 
Then he 
went 
to Jaelison, Mich., where 
he 
studied 
law, 
started 
a 
newspapei 
and became postmaster, and 
subsequently 
became 
owner of the Detroit Free Press. 
In 1861, he went to Chicago, and arranged foi 
the purchase of the Chicago Times, which at 
that time was without friends and practically 
bankrupt 
in business and influence.

The Awful Japanese Typhoon. 
The steamer Arabic, which arrived at 8am 
Francisco from China aud Japan, brings the 
following details of the great typhoon which 
on Sept 15 caused such terrible destruction ol 
life and property at Yokohama and Tokio. 
Th* 
storm came up so rapidly and with such tre­ 
mendous fury that no precautions could be 
taken. 
In Yokohama the entire lower part 
of the city called “The Settlement” was com­ 
pletely wrecked, not a house being left stand­ 
ing. 
The inhabitant* made no attempt to save 
their property, but fled for their lives to es­ 
cape drowning in the inching waters, driven 
on laud by the wind. 
The newspapers make 
no attempt to furnish any detail* of the de­ 
struction of that section. 
They summarize 
saying as the settlement is destroyed, it is use­ 
less to publish any details. 
The higher por­ 
tions of the city being more exposed were 
equally unfortunate. Several of the largest and 
most substantial buildings were *wept away as 
jteLuilt of pasteboard. 
In that section one 
■ K dred aud twenty-eight houses were de­ 
stroyed, and three hundred aud ninety dam ­ 
aged. 
The 1 oss of life on short; wa* less great 
than at sea. 
Out of eighty sailing vessels fifty- 
three were lost, with two hundred and twenty- 
three person* aloard. 
Twelve vessels, with 
120 persons are also missing. 
Of five life 
boats that went to the rescue of drowning 
crews, four were swamped anil ten of their 
crew drowned. 
The typhoon was the severest 
experienced since 1870.

Kia Account of the Sicg-e of Vicksburg an.1 
a Story Connected There W ith. 
Loug Branch Letter to the Baltimore American 
By appointment 1 agaiii visited < *en 
Grant receutly at his picturesque littl 
cottage, and spent most of the after­ 
noon in company with the her< of Ap­ 
pomattox and his most charming wife. 
While Mrs. Grant is not so active as in 
the days of her residence at the White 
House—so well remembered by tho>e 
whose privilege it was to enjoy her hos­ 
pitable attentions—still she lias lost 
none of her former graces and winsome 
manners, and looks remarkably well. 
The general’s cottage adjoins that 
of Mr. 
George W. Childs, 
of 
the 
Philadelphia Ledger, and is a quaint 
and novel-looking little affair. 
It i- 
built of the latest improved sheathing, in 
Queen Anne style, with slate trim 
cuing* of aesthetic shades and flippan­ 
cies. 
The lawn about it is tastefully 
decorated with lovely exotics in original 
designs and devices, and altogether pre 
sents a most beautiful picture. I found 
the general in his library among a mass 
of papers and books, hard at work ou 
his history of the siege of Vicksburg, 
one ol a series of works on the civil war 
which when finished aril doubtless give 
to the world an impartial and thorough 
history of that great epoch in our na­ 
tion’s life. 
So buried w as he in his 
work that when I begin talking with 
him his answers were in military style, 
but he afterward spoke as earnestly as 
if he w ere giving au order just liefore 
some great battle. 
By and by lie quiet­ 
ed down and related an incident of the 
siege before entirely unknown to me. 
Iu a well modulated tone he said 
in his own characteristic way: 
“ The 
order 
was given 
to 
fire the mine, 
aud immediately after the fuse blazed 
brightly. The next instant a terrific ex­ 
plosion 
occurred and huwau bt-ings 
were seen to shoot high into the air. 
Borne of them fell to the earth fearfully 
mangled ; while others, wonderful it is 
j to relate*, fell back alive, but with ter- 
! rible wounds. 
Among those who es- 
1 cajied death was a robust colored man 
j who had been engaged ou the Confeder- 
: ate side as a miner- 
He was in the mine 
at the time the order to fire was given, 
but had not reached deep enough when 
i the explosion took place, and, in conse- 
) quence, he was blown high into the air. 
j He fell on a pile of earth unhurt. 
He 
was first taken into my headquarters, 
where he gave the officers present full 
: information al»ont the construction and 
j location of the Confederate shaft and 
j his experience while in the air. 
When 
j asked how far he thought he had gone 
i up he said: ‘Oh, Lord o nmssa. I went 
J up Tiout three to five miles, but I done 
j thank the Lord He landed me with- 
I in 
the 
Yankee 
lines.’” 
Here 
the 
j great soldier laughed as heartily as 
i if the incident 
had occurred 
only 
j yesterday. 
I w*as very glad to find him 
! in such a cheerful mood, as lii.s late busi- 
j ness troubles must have worried him 
j considerably. 
He is forgetting them 
I now, I thiuk, and his friends rejoice in 
1 his brave spirit, and express the hope 
that he will soou come out all right 
again; 
When I spoke to him of some 
j of the movements of the Armv of the 
n . 
- . | Gnlf, iu which I had the honor to serve 
Un v t is . nmier 
Banks—entirely isolated 
from his own movements—I found his 
memory so clear and concise that I could 
not speak of a solitary movement with 
which he was not acquainted. 
His 
memorv is really wonderful. 
He will 
soon write from a strictly impartial 
standpoint an account of Lee’s surrend­ 
er at Appomattox, after which he will 
probably begin the Valley campaign, 
and then connect the different engage­ 
ments into one complete resume of the 
“little difficulty.” 
Iu his labors he is 
assisted by his son. Col. Fred Grant, 
whose varied experience makes him a 
valuable companion.

that, when finished, the book will be in 
great demand and will add largely to 
bis revenues.

When about 22 years of age she w as led 
astray under promise of marriage, but 
the promise was never fulfilled. 
She 
went from bail to worse, until one day 
she met a man who proposed marriage 
t:i her. 
A wedding succeeded the pro­ 
posal. 
The honeymoon, however, was 
very brief indeed. 
Bhe had not been 
married s month when her husband l>e- 
gan 
a system 
of the 
most 
inhu­ 
man 
abuses and cruelties toward her. 
For two years she stood this, but at 
length when the poor wretch could en­ 
dure it no longer, she sued for a divorce, 
which was granted. 
After this she be­ 
gan a career of greater abandon than 
ever. 
Wherever she went slie met with 
nothing but unkindess, rebuffs and kicks. 
Bhe drifted to Prescott, Arizona, in 
with a low and vulgar crowd, and there 
entered a dance house as the star at­ 
traction. About five years ago she came 
to Nevada, oscillating between Eureka, 
Austin and Carson.

Is Mr. B lain e’s speech a t S o u th B end: 
Men of Indiana: Tho struggle in all hum an 
<ociety is first for bread. 
There is no use in 
propounding fine theories to a man who is 
hungry. There is no use in comm ending a po­ 
litical principle to one who is in need of shelter. 
There is no use in talking philosophy' to one who 
is naked. Food and clothing are the prim ary 
requirem ents of hum an society, the prim ary 
elem ents of hum an progress, and to secure 
th is you m ust put the people in the wav 
of earning good wages. 
[Shouts of “T h at’s 
right” and cheeis.] I never saw any man moved 
to enthusiasm by silently contem plating the 
prosperity of another [laughter] while he h im ­ 
self was in need. 
To move him you want tc 
make him feel his own prosperity. 
[Cheers.j 
The beginning, therefore, anil the end of wise 
legislation is to give every m an a fair and equal 
chance, and to leave the race of life open and 
tree for all. 
[Cheering.] 
\Vha? agency will best 
accomplish th at? AVhat legislation will most 
tend to th at end? Certainly it will not tend to 
that end to throw open our jiorts and say, “8eud 
ye all here your fabrics, m ade by the cheapest 
and m ost distressed labor of Europe, to compete 
w ith our own people, who are just opening their 
shops, buildings and 
their factories, “for if 
yon do th a t yon cannot spin a wheel or turn 
a lathe in these factories at home, unless you can 
get vour labor at the European prices.

ko.”J AVe begin right there. 
From these consid­ 
erations we deduce the conclusion th at the pro­ 
tective tariff is prim arily for the lienefit of the 
laboring man. because if you take iu your hand 
auv m anufactured article, or cast your eye upon 
anything which cannot be taken in the hand, 
you find that the chief constituent elem ent in 
its cost is labor.
